OLYMPIC TORCH 
ARRIVES IN REGION 


THOUSANDS packed the streets of Oswestry, Welshpool, Morda, 
Pant and Llanymynech yesterday to greet the Olympic Torch. 

Towns and villages were swamped by flag-waving crowds intent on catching a once-in- 
a-lifetime glimpse of the torch as it passed through. 

Estimated crowds of over 10,000 took to the streets of Oswestry to cheer on the torch- 
bearers, creating a sea of flag waving red, white and blue colours. 

More than 3,000 saw the flame enter Shropshire in the most magnificent style, crossing 
Thomas Telford’s awe-inspiring Pontcysyllte Aqueduct near Oswestry on the last remain- 
ng horse-drawn boat in Shropshire. 

The flame’s first Shropshire stop-off was at Oswestry after being taken across the aque¬ 
duct by Saturn, a 100-year-old Shropshire i 


Union fly boat which has been fully 
restored. Saturn carried the runner bearing 
the torch along the Llangollen Canal. 

Car parks were full well before the torch 
arrived in Oswestry, and the route was a 
dozen deep in places, with all enjoying a 
party atmosphere. 

Children from the town’s primary schools 
and from nearby villages carried and even 
wore home-made torches and flags, while 
some youngsters had their faces painted for 
the occasion. 

One of the biggest cheers was for 
Oswestry torch bearer Linda Arthan as she 
ran through Morda. 

Residents mingled with those who had 
travelled into the village to see the torch and 
children and staff from the nearby Hope 
House Children’s Hospice were also on the 
side of the road. 

Head of Morda Primary School, John 
Eglin said his 136 pupils, staff and parents 
were at the front of the school, where Miss 
Arthan visited earlier in the week.

The shot-putter said 
she was proud and excited to carry the flame 
into the town along Salop Road. 

She said: “I was so proud to take it 
through my home town and past my school, 
where friends and family were cheering. 

“I was diagnosed with tonsillitis on Mon¬ 
day and have been taking it easy since - I 
wouldn’t have missed this for the world.”

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Council told to rethink 
'flawed' school bus plan

COUNCIL officers have been urged to ‘go 
back to the drawing board’ over school trans¬ 
port plans which campaigners in Llanfyllin 
claim are ‘fundamentally flawed’. 

Llanfyllin’s county councillor Peter Lewis said he 
believed the proposals would divide families and have an 
adverse impact on the town’s high school. 

Powys County Council 
officers explained at a con¬ 
sultation meeting in Llan¬ 
fyllin that the new policy 
would only provide pupils 
with free transport to their 
nearest school. 

But Councillor Lewis said 
the way the county council 
had worked out which were 
children’s nearest schools 
was incorrect. 

He said: “I believe the dig¬ 
ital maps they are using and 
the routes they have put 
down are fundamentally 
flawed. 

“Some routes go over hill¬ 
sides. In practical terms, 
school buses are not going to 
be going over hills. 

“The policy will divide 
families. If your oldest child 
gets free transport to a 
school which is not their 
nearest school they will con¬ 
tinue to get that free trans¬ 
port but a younger child, 
who has not yet started at 
that school, will only get free 
transport to the school wh¬ 
ich is their nearest school.” 

He added: “We are asking 
for the officers to go back to 
the drawing board.” 

Powys County Council 
spokesman Lee Evans said 
public consultation meet¬ 
ings were being held to dis¬ 
cuss the new school 
transport arrangements. 

Douglas Wilson, head of 
the schools service, said: “As 
transport costs are a signifi¬ 
cant part of our council and 
education budget it is vital 
that we have a policy which 
is fair to all pupils but is also 
affordable.”

Plea for extension 
to consultation 
over homes plan 

A PLEA has been made for 
the consultation period on 
controversial plans to bu¬ 
ild 18 affordable homes ne¬ 
ar Oswestry to be extend¬ 
ed so parish councillors 
can discuss the proposal. 

An application has been 
made by the Meres and 
Mosses Housing Associa¬ 
tion to build the homes at 
Park Meadow at Park Hall, 
Whittington. 

The plans include build¬ 
ing 11 two-bedroomed ho¬ 
uses and seven three-bed- 
room homes as well as the 
building of an access and 
roads to the estate. 

The consultation ends 
today, Thursday - nearly 
two weeks before the next 
Whittington Parish Coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Council clerk Sue Cow¬ 
ley has contacted Shrop¬ 
shire Council asking for 
the consultation to be ext¬ 
ended. She said: “This is a 
major planning applica¬ 
tion that requires all of my 
council to view and dis¬ 
cuss.

UK's richest clergyman has

THE richest clergyman in England - whose assets include a hotel and 
a holiday home in France complete with its own golf club - lives on a 
2,000 acre estate near Oswestry. 

The title has been given to Reverend Robert Parker who is an adviser to the Bishop of 
Derby and lists his private residence as Tedsmore Hall and estate, West Felton, near 
Oswestry. 

He said the bulk of his millions was in trust for charities. He invested in high class hotels 
and other property after selling his chain of care homes six years ago for £43 million,

Experts seek 
survey of site 

EXPERTS have recommended that ‘an 
archaeological watching brief’ should be 
kept if developers get the go-ahead to turn a 
former doctor’s surgery in Oswestry town 
centre into apartments. 

Shropshire Council archaeologists say 
the former Cae Glas GP surgery stands in a 
group of tenement plots which could date 
back to the 14th century and medieval 
remains may be present. 

The Grade II listed building in Church 
Street housed the surgery until it moved to 
the health village on Oswald Road last year. 

Plans by developers would see the build¬ 
ing turned into three apartments and also 
the building of a garage and parking. 

Council archaeologists have recom¬ 
mended a programme of archaeological 
work, to comprise an archaeological watch¬ 
ing brief, be made a condition of any plan¬ 
ning permission for the proposed 
development. Shropshire Council hopes to 
determine the bid by June 19. 


With some of his money he bought the 
Tedsmore estate, which includes a dairy 
farm, racing stables and thousands of acres 
of woodland.

When he sold them he said the money he 
received ‘came as a wonderful surprise.’ 

“Do I feel guilty?” he asked. “Yes, I’ve ago¬ 
nised about it. 

“It’s a great joy, I won’t deny it, but I hope 
I hold it loosely. 

“I enjoy it but I hope to pass it on in a way 
that benefits others. 

“I hold no assets personally, almost none. 

“The bulk of it is in trust for charities - 
some church, some non-church - both here 
and abroad.”

IT’S been an absolutely disastrous week to 
be in Government particularly for the Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne who was forced to 
back down on two of his budget earners.

Moving story of Ruth's 
wartime great escape

RUTH Hughes has always had the 
same smile. 

Even in the last photograph she had taken 
some 75 years ago with her parents, who 
were later killed in the Holocaust. 

In December, 1928, thirteen-and-a-half- 
year-old Ruth boarded a train in Hamburg 
and waved goodbye to her mother and 
father. She would never see them again. 

Now aged 87 Ruth, who lives in Oswestry, 
was one of 10,000 children saved from the 
Holocaust and evacuated by kindertrans- 
port from Nazi-occupied areas for a new life 
in Britain - and eventually Shropshire. 

Her parents were not so lucky. They were 
deported to a death camp and killed. 

From the age of eight she had grown 
increasingly aware of the burgeoning Nazi 
movement and the growing support for it. 

Says Ruth: “The first idea I had of this was 
when I was playing in the street with my pals 
and one mother came out and said ‘dirty 
Jew’. 

“My mother had a reputation for being the 
cleanest woman on the street. I was not 
aware that I was any different from other 
children. 

“After that, other children were not 
allowed to play with me. It was not unusual 
for other children to throw the odd stone at 
you.” 

The sense of fear and doom grew over the 
years. Krystal Nicht was a series of coordi¬ 
nated attacks against Jews throughout Nazi 
Germany and parts of Austria and carried 
out by SA stormtroopers and civilians, with 
the authorities turning a blind eye. 

“Jewish shops were plundered and 
burned, and father thought it was too dan¬ 
gerous for my brother and I to stay.” 

“They had heard about the Kindertrans- 
port and took us to the train station at Ham¬ 
burg. “I remember waving, seeing my 
mother crying and my father trying to com¬ 
fort her. I thought we would see each other 
again the next year, but we never did.”

Boarding the train bound for a new life Ruth 
describes her feelings as a mixture of excite¬ 
ment and sadness. It was an adventure,” 
she says. “I was a teenager and thought it 
was a temporary arrangement.” After pass¬ 
ing up through Holland and boarding a boat 
the children were among the first to arrive 
in Harwich, Essex. 

Here, many unsponsored children waited 
in Dover court, a summer holiday camp, 
“with wooden huts and a big food hall” and 
at other camps until families came forward 
to take one or two children into their homes. 

Ruth recalls how she eventually ended up 
living with a family in Bath. 

“In September 19391 remember clearly my 
foster father coming out into the garden and 
saying Churchill has declared war on Ger¬ 
many,” says Ruth. 

For a few years she remained in contact 
with her parents, via 25-word letters facili¬ 
tated by the Red Cross. “I was told my mother 
cried herself to sleep,” Ruth remembers. “My 
father told me this because I was not writing 
enough letters.” In 1942 a letter arrived via 


the Red Cross from an aunt who wrote that 
her parents had “gone on a long journey.” 

She knew what this meant, and responded 
with “a kind of numbness. I did not want to 
think about it at first,” she says. 

“I knew I had been lucky. My parents saved 
me by putting me on that train. If I had not 
been on the train I would have been dead.” 

Ruth kept a promise to sign up for the 
British Army and do her bit, eventually join¬ 
ing the ATS, or Allied Territorial Services, as 
a cook. It was in the Army that she also met 
her first husband and life would later begin 
anew in Oswestry. 

“Shropshire has been very good for me, 
because when I was 33 I became a Christian 
and I have been very happy. I became a 
founder member of Carreg Llwyd Church.” 

For years Ruth avoided returning, but at 
the age of 63 she decided the time was right. 

“I never wanted to go back. It took me 50 
years to go back,” she says. “I had no idea how 
my mother and father died, I could not find 
that out. I went to Auschwitz thinking they 
had died there, only to find they had been 
deported to Minsk.” It is thought they met 


their end here, in a ghetto community. Stories 
about life here tell of death camps and of Jews 
being lined up and shot en-masse. 

The sense of scale of what happened to 
Ruth Hughes’ parents and millions like them 
struck her during a visit to Auschwitz. 

Ruth also made a personal pilgrimage to 
her old street in Hamburg where she was 
heartened to see a brass cobble in memory of 
her parents, Hugo and Edith Gerechter. 

“When I went back there were three old 
ladies sitting on a bench,” continues Ruth. “I 
went over and told them that I used to live 
here and one of them said what’s your name. 

“‘Ah! The little Ruthie!’ When I was a little 
girl she had a baby and I had taken it for a 
walk in the pushchair.” 

She adds: “I think about what happened 
sometimes. When I went to Auschwitz I felt 
the Lord saying they were okay. 

“I will never forget, it is with me all the 
time, but you live with it. 

Then she smiles that smile again and adds: 
“I am not a victim of the Holocaust, my par¬ 
ents were victims. They made sure we were 
safe.”

Authority 
leaders 
take cut 
in wages 

THE new leader and cabinet 
members of Powys County 
Council have voted to take a 
huge pay cut to save more 
than £50,000 of taxpayers’ 
money. 

Councillor David Jones, 
who represents Guilsfield, 
has chosen to accept the 
lower wage of £34,500 
instead of the £47,500 rec¬ 
ommended for the author¬ 
ity’s leader. 

Cabinet members were 
recommended to receive 
£28,780 per year but have 
agreed to take a wage of 
£24,500 instead. 

Councillor Jones, who is 
leading an executive of 
seven members of the Shires 
Independent Group and 
three non-aligned members, 
said the move will save the 
council £56,200 a year. 

The initial recommenda¬ 
tions were made by the Inde¬ 
pendent Remunerations 
Panel for Wales (IRPW). The 
pay cut comes a year after 
the previous council admin¬ 
istration controversially 
voted to increase their 
annual allowance as the 
authority moved away from 
a ruling board of 15 council¬ 
lors to a cabinet of 10 mem¬ 
bers. 

Councillor Jones said: “All 
members of the cabinet were 
in agreement they should 
give something back to the 
taxpayer. The cabinet and I 
are determined to show that 
we are going to lead by 
example.”

These range from the Richard Burbidge 
factory land - which failed to become the 
site of Oswestry’s new superstore and cin¬ 
ema - to fields used for car parking for 
Oswestry Show and land to the south of the 
cemetery. One controversial site is the Cot- 
tams fields, between Oswestry and Morda. 

The details were revealed as part of con¬ 
sultation on the Samdev document, the pro¬ 
posed blueprint for housing allocation in 
the county until 2026. 


shire and Wales to ask them to monitor the 
area for speeding traffic.

TOWN councillors have 
backed plans to turn a for¬ 
mer chapel in Oswestry 
into a new arts and commu¬ 
nity centre.

Management Organisation 
(ALMO) to run its housing 
service in the future. 

Council chiefs say moving 
to a new kind of manage¬ 
ment will enable tenants to 
take decisions about their 
homes rather than the coun¬ 
cil, as well as being able to 
hold the council to account 
for the services delivered to 
tenants. 

They have stressed no 
decisions have been made, 
and the council will be run¬ 
ning a major consultation 
with tenants over the com¬ 
ing months because it needs 
their support to be able to 
set up a new organisation. 

But Jean Danby from 
Oswestry Defend Council 
Housing says she also wants 
tenants’ support - but to 
oppose the plans rather than 
support it. 

She said she has set up a 
petition and is calling for 
every tenant to join the fight. 

Mrs Danby said she will 
call on her experience in suc¬ 
cessfully battling a bid by 
the now defunct Oswestry 


Borough Council in 2007 to 
change how council housing 
was run to aid her latest 
campaign. 

The pensioner was instru¬ 
mental in 2007 in stopping a 
move by the borough council 
to transfer homes to a not for 
profit social housing 
provider. And the 75-year- 
old said that experience 
would help in the latest 
council housing fight. 

She said: “We started a 
petition the last time and 
even though we didn’t have 
to hand it in, it showed we 
had the public support. 

“We want the public sup¬ 
port again this time. I think 
these plans should be aban¬ 
doned. 

“The petition calls for peo¬ 
ple to sign up if they believe 
that too. We don’t want an 
ALMO, we want to stay with 
the council. We also oppose 
any plans for the setting up 
of a Council and Community 
Ownership body and we are 
against large scale transfer 
of our homes to a housing 
association.”

Septic tank 
registration 
is a must as 
law differs 

AN OSWESTRY solicitor 
has issued a warning to peo¬ 
ple living over the border in 
Wales who have septic tanks 
and small sewage treatment 
plants to ensure they are 
registered with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

Emma Jacobs, who works 
for leading Shropshire and 
North Wales law firm GHP 
Legal, says people who live 
on the borders need to be 
particularly aware as there 
is a difference between the 
law in England and Wales. 

She said: “This means the 
requirement to register is 
mandatory in Wales and peo¬ 
ple only have until June 30 
to register their septic tank 
or apply for a permit if they 
do not already have one. 

“After that date enforce¬ 
ment action will begin which 
will be punishable by finan¬ 
cial or custodial penalties for 
those who fail to comply 
with the system.” 

School bid to 
cut footprint

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Ex-nurses 
in trip to 
see mural 
at reunion 

NURSES who ate their 
lunch in a Shropshire hospi¬ 
tal’s dining room beneath 
giant murals every day in 
the 1950s saw the paintings 
for the first time in decades 
when they visited Wrex¬ 
ham’s Glyndwr University 
for an annual reunion. 

The Dance of Life mural 
stood in the nurses’ home 
dining room at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital for 
half a century from 1956. 

Placed into storage by the 
hospital when work started 
on a refurbishment in 2005, 
the paintings, by Mildred 
Eldridge, the wife of poet RS 
Thomas, found a new home 
last year when they were 
restored and placed on pub¬ 
lic display in Glyndwr Uni¬ 
versity’s Centre for the 
Creative Industries. 

Former nurses at the Gob- 
owen-based hospital were 
among the first to see the 
works when after reunion 
organiser Alys Roberts 
found out about the new 
location of the Dance of Life. 

She said: “As soon as I 
found out that the paintings 
had been rescued I couldn’t 
wait to see them.

Bomb threat 
man in court 

A MAN accused of making bomb threats 
across England and Wales has been charged 
with arson attacks in Oswestry. 

Paul Jones, 33, of Maple Avenue in 
Oswestry, faces three charges of arson, caus¬ 
ing thousands of pounds of damage in the 
town, Wrexham magistrates heard. He did 
not enter a plea. 

He was charged with causing damage by 
fire to a property in Oswestry on February 
28, a charge of arson to Zion Fitness in Coney 
Green causing damage to the value of £500 
and on March 6 an arson attack on a signal 
box at the Cambrian Railway Trust in 
Oswestry to the value of £8,000. 

The case was adjourned to Wrexham Mag¬ 
istrates Court on June 20 with Jones 
remanded in custody. He has already faced 
11 charges of bomb hoaxes and possession of 
an offensive weapon. The court heard the 
charges are likely to be committed to crown 
Court at a Wrexham hearing on June 22.

Thousands out to welcome flame 


OSWESTRY, Welshpool, Pant, 
Morda and Llanymynech came to a 
standstill to welcome the Olympic 
flame yesterday. 

It was the day the area had been waiting for 
since London won the right to stage the 
Olympics. 

The Olympic flame came to Shropshire and 
Powys and tens of thousands of people were out 
to line the streets. 

The flame entered the county in magnificent 
style, crossing Thomas Telford’s Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct near Oswestry on the last remaining 
horse-drawn boat in Shropshire. 

The flame’s first Shropshire stop-off was at 
Oswestry after being taken across the aque¬ 
duct by Saturn, a 100-year-old Shropshire 
Union Fly Boat which has been fully restored. 
Saturn carried the runner bearing the torch 
along the Llangollen Canal at about 9.10am.

The torch arrived in Oswestry itself at 
9.46am, heading south through the town 
before departing at 10.17am. 

Bailey Street, Cross Street and other town 
centre roads were decorated with flags and 
thousands cheered and waved flags. The flags 
will stay up until September to celebrate the 
jubilee and other summer events. 

Local torchbearers in Oswestry included 27- 
year-old Craig Owen, from Shrewsbury, who 
has raised thousands of pounds for cancer char¬ 
ities through a series of endurance challenges. 
The fitness instructor is also a former UK Iron- 
man, having won a series of triathlon races in 
2008. 

Ian Watkins, 55, from Oswestry, had the hon¬ 
our of carrying the torch in his home town. 
Postman Ian is a member of Oswestry 


Olympians and set up a running group in 
Ellesmere. 

Sports-mad Linda Arthan, 57, from 
Oswestry, also carried the torch through her 
home town. Linda has been a secondary school 
PE teacher for 34 years and has represented 
Great Britain in the triathlon on four occasions 
and run the London Marathon twice for char¬ 
ity. 

Twelve-year-old Ryan Gardiner, from New¬ 
town, won the honour of carrying the torch in 
Oswestry for his hard work at Welshpool High 
School, where he is captain of the school foot¬ 
ball team and also plays at county level. 

The torch then headed south to Pant, where 
it touched down at 10.23am for a 10-minute 
tour before a brief stop at Llanymynech. 

Maralyn Parry carried the torch through 
Llanymynech. She had worked at The Marches 
School in Oswestry for 21 years as a science 


teacher and international coordinator and only 
retired from her position at Christmas. 

Then, it crossed the Welsh border to visit 
Welshpool arriving at 10.55am for a tour of the 
town, approaching along Salop Road. 

Welshpool High School pupil Adele Nicoll, 
15, took the torch through her home town and 
hopes it will drive her on towards winning a 
place at the 2016 games. She is among the top 
Welsh athletes for her age at discus and shot- 
putt. 

Joining her was Chris Matthews, who lives in 
Greece and has raised thousands of pounds for 
charity and 16 year old Emily Rowlands, of 
Wrexham, a tireless fundraiser since her 
mother died of cancer four years ago also ran 
through the town. 

Hayley Lynch, of Hereford, is due to give 
birth any day but vowed to complete her leg in 
Welshpool after being nominated by her man¬ 


ager at Asda, which sponsors the torch relay. 
The day was one to remember for the hundreds 
of school children who joined residents in lining 
the route through the town. 

Shropshire canal enthusiasts played a key 
role when the Olympic flame came over the 
Thomas-Telford built Pontcysyllte Aqueduct 
near Oswestry. 

The enthusiasts from the Shropshire Union 
Fly Boat Restoration Society hauled the 
restored flyboat Saturn containing torch 
bearer Joanne Gregory over the aqueduct and 
into Trevor canal basin to wild cheers from 
more than 3,000 people. 

The world famous Fron Male Voice Choir 
sang as the boat made its way into the basin 
and entertainment was also provided by the 
Llangollen Silver Band. 

The Llangollen Scout leader waited on the 
Saturn for the arrival of the lit torch.

IS IT AN OFFENCE TO POISON A NEIGHBOUR’S TREE? 

Q: My neighbour’s tree overhangs my fence and it is so large that it cuts out the light from a large area of my small garden. I have repeatedly asked 
him to cut it down but he has refused. In fact he has been quite nasty. The roots are right against my fence. Would I be committing an offence if I 
poisoned the tree? 

A: You cannot poison your neighbour’s tree. If you do then you could be committing the offence of criminal damage and find yourself facing court 
charges and a fine. 

Under common law you can, however, cut back any part of the tree, including roots that encroach on your boundary but only as far as the boundary 
line. But as the tree belongs to the land on which it originally grew you must bear in mind that any cut-offs will belong to your neighbour and should 
therefore be returned to them. When cutting down branches you should also be careful that they do not fall and cause damage to your neighbour’s 
property, as this could leave you open to a liability claim. 

It is always best to try and come to some agreement with your neighbour before you cut anything down. If you can get a written agreement from 
him allowing you to cut the tree back that would be ideal. You should also check to see if the tree is subject to a Tree Preservation Order or is in a 
conservation area before carrying out any work. You can check this by contacting your local authority. If you cut down trees that are subject to a 
preservation order you could find yourself guilty of an offence under the Town and Country Planning Act 1990.

Mr Jones said nothing 
had been taken during the 
burglary and police found a 
torch on Price when they 
searched him. 

Mr Michael Sherwood- 
Smith, for Price, said he 
made a noise on leaving the 
property which alerted the 
officer. “He didn’t take any¬ 
thing and nothing was dis¬ 
turbed or moved,” he said. 

Judge Peter Barrie said: 
“You did not in fact steal 
something but you did go 
into the dwelling in the early 
hours of the morning.”

Councillor Steve Haworth 
said the alleyway had been 
named and it was now 
known as Castle Court. He 
said: “It is an unadopted 
road so there may be issues 
around renaming it.” 

Councillor Heather Bick- 
erton said if the now defunct 
Oswestry Borough Council 
had agreed that the alley- 
way should be named after 
the sportsman then that rul¬ 
ing may still stand. 

She said further investi¬ 
gation was needed.

Her busy life has also included being chair

Artwork celebrates 
industrial heritage

THE INDUSTRIAL history of a 
Shropshire village has been cele¬ 
brated with the installation of a 
series of sculptures. 

The work by sculptor David Howorth has 
been placed around an old pit mound on Tre- 
fonen’s playing field. 

It includes a 6ft high steel silhouette of a 
miner, while an octagonal safety fence, 
depicting mining scenes, has been secured 
around the old pit shaft and a second miner 
can be found hacking into the side of the 
mound. 

Before the work was installed at the field, 
children from Trefonen Primary School met 
the artist to see the sculptures. 

Villager Kay Kimber said: “David How¬ 
orth was commissioned by the local heritage 
group to undertake this work as part of the 
phase two developments of the field, funded 
by a Community Spaces (Lottery) grant. 

“Last weekend the Shropshire Way North 
Project opened a 38-mile route that loops 
around Oswestry. 

“This long-distance footpath passes 
beside the Trefonen field and the guide to 
Route 24 draws the attention of walkers to 
the sculptures and the mining and brick 
making past of the settlement. 

“Trefonen Playing Field Association has 
been co-ordinating the development projects 
on the field and raising the money to fund 
them, working closely with Shropshire 
Council who own and maintain the site. ” 

The heritage group was formed in May 
2011 and is committed to preserving and 
promoting the history of the area, particu¬ 
larly its industrial heritage. 

The group has also commissioned inter¬ 
pretation panels for the site.

Prisoners 
involved 
in village 
hall work 

A TEAM OF prisoners have 
been helping to revamp a vil¬ 
lage hall in Shropshire.

WILD SIDE if !

THERE is a creature here in Shropshire that 
strikes fear into the hearts of many and has 
been given a bad name since Biblical times. 

If you found one on your doorstep in England, you could 
be sure of a death in your family shortly afterwards. How¬ 
ever in reality it is shy, retiring and utterly beautiful. May 
is the perfect time to see them at their best. 

A combination of sun, a surplus of their prey; lizards and 
the urge to breed, brings adders out in droves. And I can tell 
you, very rarely do you ever mention adders and droves in 
the same sentence! 

They are becoming rarer across Britain but we can be 
proud that here in north Shropshire, they have found a 
stronghold. There are several nature reserves along the 
Welsh border that supports these enigmatic snakes but 
Wem Moss is a particularly good spot. 

In April and May, the males seek out the females to mate 
with. However there are often several males engaged with 
one female and to decide who gets the chance to pass on 
their genes to the next generation, they fight it out. But how 
exactly does a ‘shy’ and ‘retiring’ animal ‘fight’? Shy and 
retiringly is the answer. 

The male adders (separated from females by their 
silver/grey colouration) never harm their opponents, 
although a quick bite could be all that is needed. Instead 
they meet together and then gently intertwine their bodies 
before rising up a few inches off the ground and ‘wrestle’. It 
is a display of strength rather than aggression and the 
weaker of the two silently backs off. 

It is a parallax to realise that adders are rare and yet the 
most widespread of any snake in the world. There are pop¬ 
ulations on the continent that stretch into the Arctic Circle. 
But why then when the whole physiology of a reptile dic¬ 


tates that it be a creature of warm climates and hot sun, can 
adders survive in the Arctic? 

Well, being a venomous snake they use venom to kill their 
prey as other species do. 

However unlike a mamba or cobra bite which delivers a 
neurotoxic, nerve destroying venom, an adder’s bite deliv¬ 
ers cytotoxic venom which instead attacks the tissue inside 
the victim. 

This means that as well as killing the mouse, lizard or 
amphibian, the venom is also working away at the prey ani¬ 
mal to digest the meal before it is consumed by the snake. 
In cold climates where there is only a short warm period, the 


main problem for reptiles is digestion of food. The body is 
simply not warm enough to allow the gears of the digestive 
system to get to work. But for the adder, the process is 
already half completed by the time the prey passes the lips 
of the snake. Pretty clever eh? 

Bites to humans are of course in self-defence and the obvi¬ 
ous thing to do is admire this species from a distance or in 
the company of an expert. With so few adders left in the 
country, we should be honoured by their presence on our 
doorstep. 98

MINI'S new Coupe 
is a sporting success 


IT JUST doesn’t seem right to 
be behind the wheel of a two- 
seater MINI Cooper but the 
new Coupe is fun to drive with 
a personality all of its own. 

The Cooper Coupe has arrived as the fifth 
unique model in the family, selling alongside 
the Hatch, Convertible, Clubman and Coun¬ 
tryman and will appeal to a completely new 
customer. 

This is a brave rework of the classic Mini 
and is aimed at a completely new market.

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Chevrolet's sporty Aveo 
hits spot on longer run 


New cars seem to come 
thick and fast and 
nowhere is this more 
prevalent than in the 
small car market. 

The Chevrolet Aveo is one of 
the new kids on the block and is 
expected to be a big seller so as it 
was not directly marketed as a 
city car I was intrigued to see 
how this performed. 

At first glance the Aveo has clearly 
been designed to create a sporty 
impression. The twin grille, promi¬ 
nent Chevy badge and the motorcy¬ 
cle-style headlights provide the 
finishing touch to the front. The body 
line is sleek and the rear door han¬ 
dles meld almost invisibly into the 
bodywork. 

It is a five-door car but appears 



more like a coupe. At the back the 
rear spoiler and lights provide the 
conclusion to the sporty theme. 

I was due to go on holiday to the 
Isle of Wight so concern had been 
creeping in as to the amount of stuff 
I was going to be able to pack in to the 
car. 

I need not have worried as the 
Aveo swallowed up all our luggage 
with ease and I found plenty of useful 
storage places. So when ready for the 
off I didn’t find myself with a feeling 
of claustrophobia. 

On the inside the four seats are all 
comfortable and I can confirm that 
after a three-hour drive they 


remained so and driver fatigue was 
minimal. 

The dashboard looks more like a 
motorcycle dash than a car dash and 
if you’re not used to this minimalism 
you may not take to it. I did like it and 
enjoyed the fact that it displayed 
everything I needed to know. 

One by-product of this is that the 
dash is left uncluttered: something 
other manufacturers might want to 
note. Sticking more dials in front of 
you does not make a car better. 

The test car was fitted with the 1.2- 
litre petrol engine which Chevrolet 
believe will be their biggest seller. 

On dual carriageways and motor¬ 
ways it was perfectly adequate and 
would maintain road speed quite 
well, but be prepared to change gear 
often as it has a fairly small spread of 
power and requires attention to keep 
it in the powerband. 

Fortunately the five speed gear box 
is a joy to use. 

However, where I expected the Aveo 
to excel was around town and in this 
area I was disappointed. 

Draining 

The lack of power means that it is 
quite draining in extended traffic sit¬ 
uations especially when there are sig¬ 
nificant hills. I was not surprised then 
that it delivered miles per gallon in 
the low 40s. 

For a small car the handling is 
pretty neutral and balanced with pre¬ 
cise steering and progressive braking 
which did provide the Aveo with a 
surefootedness which added to the 
overall enjoyment. 

On the whole I enjoyed my time 
with the Aveo and my only real criti¬ 
cism is the lack of power from the 1.2- 
litre petrol engine that peculiarly 
affects its town manners rather than 
the open road. I would be interested to 
see how the diesel version performs.

Shared garden bid 
laying down roots 


A NEW community garden which could 
include an orchard, farm animals and on¬ 
site cookery lessons is being planned for 
Shrewsbury.

The idea follows in the footsteps of Fearnley-Whit¬ 
tingstall, who helped a group of Bristol families start a 
smallholding on derelict council land in 2008 as part of 
his River Cottage spring show. 

It was a success and led to him creating Landshare, a 
national initiative that aims to make British land more 
productive and fresh local produce more accessible to 
all. 

Since it was launched in 2009, more than 55,000 peo¬ 
ple across the country have signed up to take part in the 
scheme.

MINI'S new Coupe 
is a sporting success 


IT JUST doesn’t seem right to 
be behind the wheel of a two- 
seater MINI Cooper but the 
new Coupe is fun to drive with 
a personality all of its own. 

The Cooper Coupe has arrived as the fifth 
unique model in the family, selling alongside 
the Hatch, Convertible, Clubman and Coun¬ 
tryman and will appeal to a completely new 
customer. 

This is a brave rework of the classic Mini 
and is aimed at a completely new market. 

And unlike all other sectors where MINI 
competes, this vehicle is a cheaper alternative. 



On test was the Cooper SD Coupe with 
the sharp handling you come to expect from 
the brand, though the ride was a little on the 
hard side.

Finding the right seating position is no 
problem, with adjustment in all direc¬ 
tions and, with no rear-seat passenger to 
worry about, long legged drivers can 
stretch out.

Chevrolet's sporty Aveo 
hits spot on lengthy run 


New cars seem to come thick 
and fast and nowhere is this 
more prevalent than in the 
small car market. 

The Chevrolet Aveo is one of the 
new kids on the block and is expected 
to be a big seller so as it was not 
directly marketed as a city car I was 
intrigued to see how this performed. 

At first glance the Aveo has clearly been 
designed to create a sporty impression 
with the twin grill and prominent Chevy 
badge and the motorcycle looking head¬ 
lights providing the finishing touch to the 
front and the sleek body line with the rear 
door handles melding almost invisibly in 
to the bodywork. 

It is a five door car but appears more 
like a coupe. At the back the rear spoiler 
and lights provide the conclusion to the 
sporty theme. 

I was due to go on holiday to the Isle of 
Wight so concern had been creeping in as 
to the amount of stuff I was going to be 
able to pack in to the car. I need not have 
worried as the Aveo swallowed up all our 
luggage with ease and I found plenty of 
useful storage places. So when ready for 
the off I didn’t find myself with a feeling 
of claustrophobia. 

Minimal 

On the inside the four seats are all com¬ 
fortable and I can confirm that after a 
three hour drive remained so and driver 
fatigue was minimal. The dashboard 
looks more like a motorcycle dash than a 
car dash and if you’re not used to this 
minimalism you may not take to it. I did 
like it and enjoyed the fact that it dis¬ 
played everything I needed to know. 

One by product of this is that the dash 
is left uncluttered; something other man-

ufacturers might want to take note of. 
Sticking more dials in front of you does 
not make a car better. 

The test car was fitted with the 1.2 
petrol engine which Chevrolet believe will 
be their biggest seller. On dual carriage¬ 
ways and motorways it was perfectly ade¬ 
quate and would maintain road speed 
quite well, but be prepared to change gear 
often as it has a fairly small spread of 
power and requires attention to keep it in 
the powerband. 

Fortunately the five speed gear box is a 
joy to use. 

However, where I expected the Aveo to 
excel was around town and in this area I 
was disappointed. The lack of power 


means that it is quite draining in 
extended traffic situations especially 
when there are significant hills present. I 
was not surprised then that it delivered 
low 40s mpg. 

For a small car the handling is pretty 
neutral and balanced with precise steer¬ 
ing and progressive braking which did 
provide the Aveo with a surefootedness 
which added to the overall enjoyment. 

On the whole I enjoyed my time with 
the Aveo and my only real criticism is the 
lack of power from the 1.2 petrol engine 
that peculiarly affects its town manners 
rather than the open road. I would be 
interested to see how the diesel version 
performs.
